Adwan and two other Palesti- 
nian commando leaders — Kamal 
Nasser and Muhammad Youssef 
al-Najjar — were killed by Israeli 
agents in Beirut on this date six 
years ago. 

The spokesman regarded the 
Israeli attack as “an obvious 
reprisal against our heroic opera- 
tion in the Carmel Market.” 

He said “an underground squad 
of our interior forces acting inside 
occupied Palestine planted the 
charge in the market.” 

Tel Aviv Police commander 
Moshe Tiomkin said the bomb 
consisted of half a kilogram of 
explosives fixed under the cover of 
a shirt stall in the open-air market. 

The market was cleared of 
shoppers preparing for the Jewish 
Passover holiday starting Wed- 
nesday night. 

Police searched the area for 
more explosives, and set up road- 
locks. 

The injured were rushed to 
hospital and three were reported 
in a serious condition. 

Police Corporal Hirsh Ariv said 
he saw a woman flung into the air 
by the force of the blast. 

- I was driving through the mar- 
ket in my jeep on a regular inspec- 
tion when I heard the explosion 
five meters behind me. 1 saw the 
body of a woman hurtling through 
the air. 1 reversed the jeep and 
picked up eight wounded and 
drove them to hospital. ” 

Commissioner Tiomkin said 
police had been put on the alert in 
case of Palestinian attacks during 
the holiday period. 

He said shop and stall owners in 
all open air markets-frequent sites 
for attacks — have been warned to 
check for any suspicious objects 
and security forces have stepped 
up patrols.

PLO open 
talks on 
occupied 
lands 

AMMAN, April 10 (R) — Jor- 
dan and the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) started talks 
here Tuesday on ways of helping 
Palestinians in the occupied ter- 
ritories to withstand continued 
Israeli rule, Palestinian sources 
reported. 

The talks came three weeks 
after a reconciliation visit to Jor- 
dan by PLO leader Yasser Arafat, 
who saw King Hussein in their first 
meeting since the commandos 
were driven out of Jordan by Hus- 
sein's forces in 1970. 

The two sides apparently were 
brought together by their common 
opposition to Egypt’s peace treaty 
with Israel. 

Jordanian Information Minister 
Adnan Abu Odeh had prelimi- 
nary talks Monday night with the 
Palestinian delegation to the 
meeting of a joint committee set 
up during Arafat’s recent visit. 
Official sources called the atmos- 
phere cordial and brotherly. 

The program for Tuesday* s offi- 
cial committee session called for 
the two sides to discuss ways and 
means of enabling Palestinians liv- 
ing in the West Bank and Gaza to 
withstand the occupation, the 
sources said. 

An Arab summit conference 
convened in November to work 
out a common strategy against the 
Egyptian-Israeli accord ear- 
marked several million dollars to 
help Palestinians in those ter- 
ritories. 

Well-informed sources said the 
Palestinian- Jordanian committee 
was expected to discuss ways of 
channelling the funds to the West 
. Bank and Gaza Palestinians. 

The PLO delegation to the talks 
was led by Hamed Abu Sitta, head 
of the organization's department 
for Occupied Territory Affairs. 

Other members include PLO 
military affairs head Zohair 
Mohsen, also the leader of the 
Syrian-backed Saiqa commando 
group; Mahmoud Abbas, a central 
committee member of Arafat's 
own Fateh guerrilla organization; 
and Brig. Abdul- Razzak Al- 
Yahia, a former com mander of the 
Palestine Liberation Army and 
the PLO representative in Jordan. 

The Jordan delegation was 
being led by Abu Odeh. 


Iran trials may 
continue for year 
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TEHRAN, April 10 — Iranian 
Deputy Prime Minister Abbas 
Amir Entezam said Tuesday that 
he “guessed” the nation's 
revolutionary tribunals will con- 
tinue to function for approxi- 
mately a year before turning over 
their powers to the Ministry of 
Justice. 

“The Islamic Revolutionary 
Tribunal is in charge of dealing 
with the crimes of past regimes." 
Amir Entezam told a news con- 
ference. Bur he stressed ihai the 
government, as distinct from 
Ayatollah Khomeini's Revolutio- 
nary Co mm i nee, bears no respon- 
sibility for the courts' work. 

He said that Prime Minister 
Mehdi Bazargan was unaware of 
the execution of former Premier 
Amir Abbas Hoveyda Saturday 
night until more than three hours 
later. 

“The government has nothing 
to do with the revolutionary 
courts,” he said. "The courts 
issued a decree under which a 
government representative may- 
or may not take part in the court, 
so it is again left up to the court to 
decide what to do." 

Bazargan, who has criticized 
revolutionary tribunals in the past 
and usually appears with Amir 
Fntgznm at the Tuesday news con- 
ferences, was absent. 

Amir Entezam also said “fore- 
ign agents and counter- 
revolutionaries” were stirring up 
trouble in the Baluchi tribal area 
on the border with Pakistan and 
that some foreigners had been 
arrested there. 

Entezam said those creating 
problem*; in Baluchistan, a tradi- 
tionally Royalist area before Feb- 
ruary’s revolution, were calling for 
separatism.

SAMA reports 1 % growth 
in Saudi Arabia’s GDP

RIYADH, April 10 — Con- 
tinued growth in the private sector 
was the major feature of the Saudi 
economy last fisc*! year, accord- 
ing to the annual assessment by 
the Saudi Arabian Monetary 
Agency. 

The SAM A annual report, pre- 
sented to King Khaled Tuesday by 
Sheikh Abdul Aziz Al-Quraishi, 
the governor of 5 AMA. showed 
an actual decline in the overall 
growth rate of the Saudi economy. 
The Gross Domestic Product for 
the fiscal 1398 (June 1977— May 
1978) increased to SR222 billion 
at current prices a rise of only 
seven per cent in real terms. This 
compares to 16 per cent in 1976- 
1977, according to an SPA abs- 
tract. 

Although in real terms, as the 
report said, ^international market 
conditions' restricted growth in 
the oil sector to only four per cent, 
elsewhere the picture was more 
encouraging. Growth in the non- 
oil sector was 18 per cent, against 
a 13.4 per cent target under the 
present Five-Year Development 
Plan. Of this, the government sec- 
tor grew by 23 per cent against a 
Plan target of 12.9 per cent. The 
rate for the private sector was not 
given by SPA but would be of the 
order of 13 per cent. . 

Against this buoyancy, SAMA 
reported that the government had 
issued 1,170 industrial licenses to 
private businesses to set up fac- 
tories by the end of calendar 1 977. 
SAMA estimated total investment 
in these industries at SRI 7.1 bil- 
lion. 

At the same time, SAMA 
reported that, in the government

sector, payments had increased by 
double the rate of revenue during 
the fiscal year; the balance of 
payments surplus had dropped 
and that the year had seen a 
budget overrun. 

Government expenditure 
increased to SR130 billion in 
1977-1978, against a budgetary 
provision of SRI 11 billion — 
which was also the notional figure 
for the two previous years. Pay- 
ments increased by 31 per cent in 
the fiscal year while revenue grew 
at only half that rate. This also led 
to a reduction in Saudi Arabia’s 
balance of payments surplus from 
SR50.3 billion in 1976 to SR43.5 


in 1977-1978. 

With the growing absorptive 
capacity of the economy apparent 
from this, SAMA reponed prog- 
ress in the government’s policy 
against inflation — with a new 
target of 4 per cent set for the 
future against the 35 per cent of 
1974-1975. The report praised 
the government policy of limiting 
the impact of inflation throu gh 
subsidies for basic commodites 
and efforts to control rents. 

At the same time, SAMA 
reported loans to the private sec- 
tor and private individuals of 
SR20.6 billion in 1977-1978 
against SR13.6 billion the year 


before. 

A large element in inflation, 
port congestion, has been 
removed and SAMA reported 
that imports had risen 47 per cent 
in value to SR74.419 billion 
against SR19.103 billion in 
1975-1976. 

In infrastructure, SAMA 
reports major progress in tele- 
communicatioos, road- 
construction and electricity gen- 
eration. _ Saudi Arabia now has 

198.000 telephone lines which is 
set to increase by a further 

470.000 by the end of the $ 3 bil- 
lion automatic telephone expan-

Khomeini, has said there was a 
feud in Ardabil between Sunni 
and Shiite Muslims over the 
referendum on the Islamic 
republic. 

The total number of political 
execution s since the monarchy was 
■overthrown, has now risen to at 
least 73. 

Buz for the first time since the 
revolutionary courts started hear-

Sixteen defendant were acquit- 
ted and one SAVAK agent was 
given three years' imprisonment, 
later reduced to one year, after be 
made a statement of repentence.

TEL AVIV, April 10 (Agen- 
cies) — Two Israeli cabinet minis- 
ters put off visits to Cairo Tuesday 
as Israel and Egypt found them- 
selves in their first dispute since 
signing a peace treaty two weeks 
ago. 

News reports here quoted Fore- 
ign Minister Moshe Dayan saying 
that Israel would reject an expla- 
nation offered by Egyptian Prime 
Minister Mustapha KhaKl of a 
statement that was taken here as a 
warning that Egypt might join 
Syria in a war to liberate the Golan 
Heights. 

In turn, Khalil was quoted as 
telling two Israeli journalists in 
Cairo that be would reject an 
Israeli note protesting his state- 
ment. The Israeli protest was 
based on an incorrect report, 
Khalil said in an interview wife the 
two Israelis. 

Israeli newspapers gave banner 
headline treatment to the fresh 
tiff, and in Tel Aviv it was 
announced that Defense Minister 
Ezer Weizman, who had planned 
to go to Cairo next Sunday, would 
put off his journey until after the 
Passover holiday, which ends 
April 18. In addition. Deputy 
Prime Minister Yigael Yadin will 
travel to Egypt in early May 
instead of right after Passover. 

Reports of Khalil's testimony 
roused concern in Israel, and 
Dayan and Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin sent protest let- 
ters to U.S. Secretaiy of State 
Cyrus Vance and Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat.

Carter sends treaty 
aid request to Hill 


WASHINGTON, April 10 
(Agencies) — President Jimmy 
Carter Tuesday formally asked 
Congress to approve a $4.8 billion 
program of loans and aid to Egypt 
and Israel, a day after Congress 
voted to suspend aid to Syria. 

The Syria vote, Monday night 
by the House of Representatives, 
is" not likely to mean that aid will 
cease, since the House also added 
a provision allowing Carter to 
restore the $ 45 million if Carter 
feels that is in the U.S. national 
interest. 

In Carter’s message on the aid- 
loan package to Egypt and Israel, 
Carter said, “ the peace process 
must not be allowed to languish. 
The U.S. agreed to the aid pack- 
age as part of the process leading 
up to the Egyptian-Israeli peace 
treaty. ” 

In messages to the leaders of the 
House and Senate Tuesday, Car- 
ter Spoke of the important “ sign- 
als" passage of the aid requests 
would give to the people of Egypt 
and IsraeL 

“ It will clearly demonstrate to 
the people of these two countries 
— more than words alone — that 
we will help them reap the advan- 
tages of peace, ” he said. 

“ Swift Congressional action to 
enact the bfll will demonstrate 
U.S. capacity to move quickly and 
decisively to support ourfnendsm 
the Middle East, ’’ Carter added. 

The motion to delete aid to 
Syria in the fiscal year beginning 
Oct. I was carried on a voice vote 
in the House. The later motion to 
allow Carter to restore it was pas- 
sed by a 193 to 177 roll call vote. 

Rep. Edward Dcrwinski, R-HL, 
who proposed the aid cut, said 
Congress should show it is deter- 
mined that the “ Israeli-Egyptian 
peace treaty not be torpedoed by 
radical Arab governments. " 


Derwinski said Congress could 
restore aid for Syria in next year’s 
aid bill if Syria begins cooperating 
with the U.S. initiative in the Mid- 
dle East, bnt added that be doubts 
it will. 

But Rep. Lee H. Hamilton, 
D-Ind., who sponsored the move 
to allow Carter to restore the aid, 
said Carter needs the flexibility to 
deal with the situation as be sees 
fit. 

“ We want to draw Syria toward 
the peace process and not to force 
them to chose against us, ’’ Hamil- 
ton said. 

The House softened a provision 
in the aid bill that would have cut 
off aid to Jordaan until Carter 
declared he was satisfied that it 
was cooperating with his peace 
effort. 

The House instead took milder 
action and approved language 
which simply says Jordan “ should 
cooperate ” with peace efforts in 
the region. 

The foreign aid bill for next year 
— which could still be cut by the 
Senate — totals $ 1.6 billion for 
Israel, Egypt and other Middle 
East countries.

Tuesday by the ministry’s Center 
for Statistics and Educational 
Documentation, there were 
10,363 students enrolled in 
teacher training in Saudi Arabia 
last academic year. By the end of 
the year, the ministry was operat- 
ing 39 teacher training institutes, 
with 412 classrooms. The ministry 
employed 81 5 trainers and 324 
administrators in the schools. 


JEDDAH, April 10 — Girls and women teachers in the state 
schools have been forbidden to use cosmetics or grow their finger- 
nails, “ Al- Medina ” reported Tuesday. 

According to the paper, the director general for women's educa- 
tion, She ikh Hashed AJ-Khunain, has issued an order to the schools 
forbidding make-up of any kind and advising that fingernails should 
be kept short. 

The education of women is the responsibility of a separate directo- 
rate general responsible to the chief ulema rather than the Ministry of 
Education. 

Meanwhile, a group of leading ulema Monday approved plans for 
an increase in Islamic missionary work abroad. 

The Higher Board for Islamic Propagation, at a meeting in Riyadh 
Monday, agreed various measures to promote the dissemination of 
the faith and provide incentives for Islamic teachers and workers 
abroad. 

The meeting was chaired by Prince Sultan, minister of defense and 
education and the chairman of the board. 

Among the ulema attending were Sheikh Abdul Aziz ibn Baz, who 
heads the Departments of Scholarly Research, Legal Rulings, Prop- 
agation and Guidance; Justice Minister Sheikh Ibrahim Al-Sheikh; 
Sheikh Muahammad All Al-Harakan, a former justice minister and 
now secretary general of the Mecca-based Muslim World League 
missionary organization and Sheikh Mahmoud AJ-Aboudi, the 
board's secretary. 



At the higher level, last year saw 
an increase of 1,1 96 students over 
the year before with five new insti- 
tutes and 68 classrooms opened. 
The average increase in students 
was 96.5 per cent 

The number of colleges training 
for the secondary system, from 
ages 15 to 18, also increased and 
with it the number of adminis- 
trators. But last year saw an actual 
reduction in the number of clas- 
srooms, studeats and teachers as a 
number of schools and private 
institutes were downgraded to the 
intermediate level or accorded dif- 
ferent status. 

At the intermediate level — for 
students 1 from 11 to 14 years'old 
— the rescheduling of colleges led 
to an increase in student enroll- 
ment of 99 per cent. Equally, such 
secondary- level schools as Holy 
Koran Learning Schools, techni- 
cal education institutes and sup- 
plementary studies centers 
increased student numbers by 100 
per cent with the new schedule. 

Average numbers at primary 
level increased by 93.6 per cent. 
Sports training received a 98.7 
boost in trainees.

(AP) — The United States is

Hopes for quick

has announced. 

The statement Monday was 
apparently aimed at dampening 
expectations that the meeting 
between Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance and Soviet Ambassador 
Anatoly Dobrynin might be the 
final one.

Rhodesian whites hold their election 


SALISBURY, April 10 (AP) 
— White Rhodesians voted Tues- 
day in the last political election 
they will dominate in this breaka- 
way British colony. 

Candidates of Prime Minister 
Ian Smith's Rhodesian Front ( RF) 
Party, which has ruled since 1962, 
were expected to win the four 
seats being contested' against 
independents. 

Sixteen other seats open to 
whites, Asians and colored candi- 
dates were uncontested. They 
included those held by Smith and 
such other Rhodesian Front stal- 
warts as Foreign Minister P. K. 
Vander Byl and Defense Minister 
Hilary Squires. 

Voting for 72 seats reserved- for 
blacks in the 10O- member Parlia - 
ment takes place next Tuesday. 
The remaining eight seats will be 
filled by whites nominated by the 
RF and elected by other members 
of the new house. 

.Under a majority rule constitu- 


tion drawn up by Smith and three 
black political leaders, the eight 
other seats in the 100-seat assem- 
bly are also reserved far whites. 
They will be filled from present 
members of Parliament elected by 
the new black and white members 
in May. 

Political commentators 
expected the United African 
National Council (UANC) of 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa to win the 
majority of African seats, with the 
RF being the second largest party 
in Parliament. 

A government of national unity 
will be formed with parties being 
allocated a number of cabinet 
seats in proportion to their rep- 
resentation in Parliament. 

Results from the two contested 
seats in Salisbury and the one in 
Bulawayo were expected later 
Tuesday but the seat in the eastern 
district around Uintal! i$ not due 
until Wednesday. 


In the United States, Monday, 
the House of Representatives nar- 
rowly rejected an effort to send 
U.S. observers to the election and 
to authorize up to $ 20 million in 
U.S. aid to the country. 

The House voted 190-180 
against an amendment tp a $ 4.2 
billion economic aid bfll that 
would also have authorized Presi- 
dent Carter to send the observers. 

Opponents, led by Rep. 
Stephen J. Solarz. (D.-N.Y.) con- 
tended the amendment would 
have given U.S. blessing to the 
election and disrupted black Afri- 
can efforts to negotiate a different 
transition to majority rule. 

“This could have disastrous 
consequences for U.S. relations 
with every country in Africa and 
their ability to achieve a set- 
tlement,' Solarz sai d . 

But Rep. Edward Derwinsld, 
(R.-HI.) said “this is long overdue 
effort for an even-handed policy 
rather than a pro- guerrilla policy.

ARANYAPRATHET, Thailand, April 10 (AF) — Vietnamese 
and Cambodian troops Tuesday appeared to be driving against tfae 
key border town of Foipet and more than 100 soldiers of tfae toppled 
Phnom Pienh government fled into Thafland to escape the stiff fight- 
ing.

Gunfire could be heard along several areas of the border, where 
fighting has been going on fix the past few days. 

Although dg>»g« are sriD not dear, repays from Thai militar y- 
s o ur ce s and from die Pol Pot soldiers i nd ic a te that Foipet fell to the 
M Pot side late last week but that the Vietnamese and their 
cfian allies were able to mount a fierce counter-attack.

Turkey’s Kurds 


HEALTHY OUTLOOK 

King Kfaaled received the Saudi Arabian Monetary 
Agency’s annual report Tuesday for fiscal year 1397-98 (June 
1977-May 1978). While a thorough commentary is a bit pre- 
mature as yet, what seems to stand out immediately among the 
many facts and figures is the evidence of increased stability 
within the Kingdom’s economy. 

It was not a particularly booming year for the oil sector, 
which registered a growth rate of 4 per cent “ due to interna- 
tional market conditions. ” 

Government expenditures for the year are reported by 
Saudi Press Agency as SR130 billion, when die budget for that 
year was fixed at SR 111 billion. The positive side of this 
differential is a reflection of the economy's ability to absorb 
the vast sums of oil revenues accrued since 1974. The negative 
side, however, is the apparent need to finance the budget 
shortfall from alternative sources. 

By holding the budget in fiscal 1398 to SR111 billion, the 
government was dearly trying to apply the brakes on an 
overheated economy. Inflation had been brought down to a 
level approaching 10 percent in fiscal 1397, but threatened to 
jump up once more to the 33 per cent level of fiscal 1396. 
Even as the economy increased its absorptive capacity last 
year, inflation continued to fall, and SAMA announced a goal 
of 4 per cent for the future. 

What has changed is the economy’s real growth rate. 
SAMA’s report records a 7 per cent growth last year, which is 
gratifying to those made dizzy by the 1 5 to 20 per cent figures 
reached in the previous two years. An overheated economy 
can be as dangerous as a stagnant one. There is simply no way 
to m aintai n the integrity of salaries, purchasing power and the 
value of the riyal at either extreme. 

Gross National Product rose last year to SR222 billion, and 
much of the increase can be found in the private sector’s 
continued advances. The non-oil sector of the economy 
expanded by 18 per cent last year. By the end of calendar year 
1977, 1,170 licenses had been issued to businessmen for the 
creation of new industries with an estimated investment of 
SR17.1 billion. 

In short, oil was up only slightly, government expenditures 
were up more than planned and the private sector has come 
through strongly. Saudi Arabia is reaching an economic 
maturity that is witnessed in the achievement of a 7 per cent 
growth rate for the year.

ANKARA — 

Turkey is looking with increased worry over its eastern shoulder 
at secessionist movements in neighboring Iran and Iraq which have 
started trickling over its borders. 

Last week, after the discovery of over 3S0 Czech-made pistols in 
the predominantly Kurdish province of Van, the government dlls' 
patched the armed forces chief of staff, a minister of state, and the 
director of security to Iraq. 

Premier Bulent Ecevit took time out from his efforts courting 
fresh foreign loans for a teetering economy to warn against “ domes- 
tic and foreign elements" intent on dividing Turkey. 

“There seem to be some foreign elements who expect develop- 
ments in Turkey similar to those in Iran," Ecevit said, “and some 
domestic elements fancy they could start die developments.” 

A brief but bloody February uprising in Sanandaj spurred Iran’s 
new govemmrat to announce autonomy concessions to the country’s 
l.S million Kurdish minority. Iran Premier Mehdi Bezaigan last 
week, however, reversed earlier pledges and flatly rejected separate 
political deals with restive Kurds, Turkomans and Baluchis. 

But the rebellion brought fresh hopes to long-standing demands 
for autonomy by Iraq’s two milli on Kurds. 

And it rippled through eastern Turkey, which has the largest 
Kurdish minority of the three countries, estimated at six million or IS 
per cent of Turkey’s population. 

The government has clamped a tight lid of secrecy on any 
incidents. 

But Premier Ecevit this weekened confirmed leaks from -the 
National Security-Agency MIT that weapons are being smuggled into 
eastern Turkey despite three months of martial law in 13 of Turkey's 
67 provinces. Travellers returning from remote, mount Ararat 
showed film s of Kurdish tribesmen firing Soviet Kalashnikov rifles 
into the air at a traditional wedding instead of the customary pistols. 

— A team of Turkish journalists who visited Iraqi Marxist 
Kurdish leader JelaJ TaJabani in his mountain stronghold earlier this 
year brought back the following taped message: “The downfall of the 
Shah has liberated our forces from one front,” meaning his 1,300 
guerrillas can concentrate against Baghdad. 

The Shah had backed an uprising in Iraq’s Kurdish area dose to 
the Iranian border until March 1973 when Iran and Iraq settled their 
border dispute, cutting off the guerrillas' supply lines.

The government damped 
down martial law, blaming extremists of the right and left for mating 
violence. 

The National Security Council, Turkey’s highest body, publicly 
recognized for the first time in a formal fashion last week that 
separatist movements in neighboring countries are a threat to 
national integrity. 

A debate is reported to be raging inside Ecevit’ s coalition gov- 
ernment whether to extend martial law to additional Kurdish pro- 
vinces when it comes up for two month renewal on May 3. 

One of Ecevif s closest aides, State Minister HUcmet Cetm, born 
in a Kurdish area, is travelling to Iraq to discuss the problem. 

The conservative opposition Justice Party, led by former Pre- 
mier Suleyman Demirel has criticized Ecevit for not extending meas- 
ures to the entire area. One month ago it opposed renewal of martial 
law claimin g it was inadequately applied. 

But at the same time, Demirel says there is no such thing as a 
Kurdish problem. 

“We are all brothers, the people love each other... There is just 
one state... The official language is Turkish," Demirel stressed in an 
interview. “People will never agree to be spoiled or disintegrated. 
Turkey will stand united. But this doesn’t mean there isn’t provoca- 
tion." 

Demirel suggests “Communism is working for the division of 
Turkey” 

The Turkish army crushed Kurdish uprisings in 192S, 1930 and 
1937, when they revolted against the infant republic of Kemal 
Ataturk. The Treaty of Sevres in 1920 had. provided for an indepen- 
dent Kurdish state after the collapse of the Ottoman Empire but it • 
was never ratified. 

Ataturk often denied the existence of Kurds, saying there were 
only “mountain Turks.” He made teaching of Turkish compulsory in 
all schools of tiie east. 

But some Turkish officials in the rugged mountainous region 
today still have to use interpreters to communicate with the minority. 

However, in recent years there has been some relaxation of the 
cultural blackout Kurdish publications were allowed to sprout More 
Kurdish songs are heard on national television, which now refers to 
them as “ethnic minorities.” 

Most' students of the Kurdish problem do not believe a strong 
separatist movement can develop rapidly in the eastern provinces. 

Nur Yalman, a Harvard University anthropologist teaching pre- 
sently at Istanbul's Bosphorus University, points out the Kurds are 
separated by the rigged geography, different dialects, and tribes, a: 
Sunni majority and Shiite minority, and political coloring from the 
right to the extreme left 

Yalman also notes an increasing drift toward urban areas by 
many Kurds, who have invested in jobs, land and other property ■ 
away from their underdeveloped regain. He estimates that perhaps 
up to 12 million persons out of Turkey’s 44 million speak Kurdish. 

Many Kurdish Turks have risen to prominence, including the 
late President Ismet Inonu. President Fakhri Kouturk. many army 
generals are said to have Kurdish blood. 

“The Kurds in Turkey find society more easy to assimilate, and 
many of them feel they are part of the Turkish nation,” says a 
Western diplomat who has travelled through tin area. (AP) 



Nuclear controversy in U.S.

WASHINGTON - 

FoD owing the near-disaster at Three MDe Island, the U.S. Nuc- 
lear Regulatory Commission is faced with restoring its credibility and 
public confidence. 

The five-year-old agency is going through the most crucial time 
in its history, with investigations into the accident at the nuclear plant 
in .Pennsylvania expected to put the NRC on trial. 

“Congress is going to ask, 'can we depend on these people?',” said 
a prominent nuclear physicist, who is a supporter of the NRC and a 
key member of its advisory committee on reactor safety. 

“If s a crucial time for them,” he added, asking not to be iden- 
tified by name. Afl five commission members are to appear this week 

at what is expected to be the first of a number of congressional 
hearings into the accident. 

President T imm y Carter’s special commission to look into the 
Three Mile Island accident also will focus on the agency’ s perfor- 
mance as it examines die accident and “the nature and adequacy of 
the response ... by all levels of government,” according to a White 
House document. 

The mere appointment of a presidential commission, say some 
NRC supporters, will undercut the regulatory agency. 

Established in 1973, the NRC is charged with ticensing nuclear 
plants, regula ting their operation, and taking action when violations 
occur. Its predecessor, the now-defunct Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, officially promoted nuclear power, but the NRC does not. 

The agency ’ s strongest critics claim tiie NRC has maintained, as 
one has said, “a mystifying, obstinate enthusiasm” for nuclear power 

at tte expense of protecting the public. Many of its key staffers as well 

as Chairman Joseph Hepdrie are former Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion officials and strong advocates of atomic power, these critics 
argue. 


Although the agency’s performance at Three Mile Island has 
been praised, it also was marked by early confusion and c onflicting 
statements. Furthermore, the causes for the acci d ent — a broad 
range of human, mechanical and design flaws — opened questions 
about the NRCs monitoring procedures. 

Professor Henry Kendall of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, says the NRC "has betrayed the public trust . . . (and) 
subordinated the problems of safety to the protection of the indus- 
try.” 

Kendall, a founding member of the Union of Concerned Scien- 
tists, which has been highly critical of the NRC said the agency oyer 
the years has fought an attempt to lower radiation standards, lobbied 
against lifting the ceiling on insurance in a nuclear accident, and 
“ misrepresented the public on the hazards of nuclear power plants.” 


NRC spokesman Frfrnk Ingram denies that any of the five com- 
missioners or key staff members compromise their roles as regulators 
to promote nuclear power. One NRC source says that Hendxie has 
become particularly angry at what he believes to be unfair accusa- 
tions. 

Neither the five commissioners nor key .staff members were 
available for interviews, lpgram said they are “ too busy” dealing with 
Three Mile Island and preparing for congressional hearings. 


Representative Morris I Mall, who will conduct some of those 
hearings and who 1ms been a critic of die agency, believes, however, 
that a number of recent NRC decisions- may indicate a tougher 
attitude on the future of the agency toward the nuclear industry. 


UdalFs aides rite the NRC closing last month of five nudear 
plants in the east to check for the potential for earthquake damage, 
and its earlier rejection of the so-called “Rasmussen Report,” whidi- 
for years had been a guide to nuclear power plant safety. — (AP) 


Human rights in Ethiopia

ADDIS ABABA — 

Infuriated by charges in the West of human rights violations the 
military government ha Ethiopia has reacted with bitter attacks on 
the “narrow’' Western definition, of rights. It has charged that the 
issue is being used to discredit the Ethiopian revolution. 

The controversy raises some fundamental questions about the 
meaning of human rights at a time of revolutionary change that 
countries like Ethiopia and Iran are undergoing. 

Ethiopia is one of nine countries that have been singled out by 
the U.N. Com m ission on Human Rights because of persistent allega- 
tions of major rights violations. 

The military government argues that h has done more in five 
years for the social and economic advancement of the vast majority 
of Ethiopians, namely the peasants, than anything done during the 
2,000 years of monarchy that ended with the Late Emperor Haile 
Selassie's overthrow in September 1974. 

The issue came to a head early last month in Geneva, where the 
U.N. Human Rights Commission aired a report of the London- based 
organization Amnesty International on the situation in war-ravaged 
Ethiopia since the onset of die revolution. 

Amnesty, which won the Nobel Peace Prize in 1977 , has accused 
the provisional military government of “a consistent pattern of flag- 
rant violations of fundamental human rights” ever since it came to 
power. 

Since the revolution began, there has been an enormous amount 
of bloodshed as royalists and civilian leftists battled with die military 
for control of the country and Somali and Eritrean rebels struggled 
for independence from the crumbling 2,000-year-old empire. 

Tens of thousands have been. killed in half a dozen internal and 
external conflicts and human rights have taken a battering from all 
sides. 

The country has gone through periods of “red terror” and 
“white terror” as pro- and anti- military factions organized assassin 
squads and killed off each other's supporters in the streets of the 
capital and other towns. 

In its report, Amnesty International charged among other things 
that the military government is > still holding at least 360 political 
prisoners without trial. Some, it said, have teen in prison for more 


than four years. 

It also accused the government of carrying out “large numbers 
of summary executions and polh&al killings,” including an estimated 
5,000 deaths during the height of the “rfed terror” from December 
1977 to February 1978, when -it said Ethiopian jails held 30,000 
political prisoners. 

Many of the prisoners, it said, were subjected to “beatings, 
electric shocksand immersion in hot oil” as well as“sexual tortures.” 

The report lays virtually alj*the blame for violations of human 
rights on the government, but tbA government has based its criticism 
of the Amnesty International campaign on other grounds. 

It maintains that the Ethiopian revolution has been committed 
from the start to a “much broader” definition of human rights , 
namely “the right to be genuinely free from all types of 
and exploitation” and the right of 
just in its “legalistic terms.”

or wait, as this provides the best 
sunlight, and more importantly, 
protection from the drying winds. 
Wind lifted by a windbreak gener- 
ally moves a distance approxi- 
mately three times the height of 
fthe windbreak before reaching 
; ground again. Some gardeners 
notes Goddard, construct tunnels 
made of plastic to protect their 
plants^ 

' ' Goddard also recommends 
sloping the garden away from the 
house or wall to avoid possible 
drainage problems. Underlying 
most of the Eastern Province, for 
example, is a plateau of rock that 
in so me pi aces is covered by only a 
few inches of sand. This rock layer 
craps water, which causes root rot, 
which in turn causes aD your hard 
work to be for naught. 

Though purists might object to 
his methods, Goddard says pre- 
paring tbe bed is a relatively sim- 
ple matter. “To do it perfectly, 
you would have to excavate 
through four feet of rode. What I 
do is grade the area, get the rock 
and rubble out, and bring in a mix 
of sweet sand (clean sand) and 
animal manure and spread it four 
to six inches thick- over the bed." 
The manure is usually camel, as it 
is readily available, and is good to 
help bufld lip the sofl. - _ . 

. Manure alone, however, will 
not be enough to fertilize a garden 
for-a growing-season^ The most 
reliable course is to use well- 
balanced chemical fertilizers in 
tiie spring and autumn to ensure 
the plants get the necessary nut- 
rients. 

’. Outside of having a good wind- 
break, proper watering is the sec- 
ret to a successful garden. Because 
the sun's rays are so intense in 
Saudi Arabia, you should never 
water in the heat of the day, says 
Goddard. Whenever water lands 
on a bloom, leaf or vegetable, the 
sun will bum it severely. He sug- 
gests no more than one hour of 
irrigation early in the morning and 
in the evening. 

The planting season in Arabia 
for flowers and vegetables extends 


between September and January, 
expecting items such as cactus and 
some flowering vines, which may 
be planted at any time. Many 
available plants will not survive 
the summer heat, but with care 
will do credibly during the rest of 
the year. For the lazier gardener 
Goddard recommends easy- 
growth flowers like carnations, 
zinnias, periwinkles, marigolds, 
geraniums and dahlias, most of 
which will come through the 
summer with flying colors. 

Most gardeners start their seeds 
indoors, in flats. The simplest way 
is to use peat moss cups, as these 
may be transplanted straight into 
the garden. The advantages are 
many — seeds which take a long 
time to germinate may be started 
ahead of planting time, and easily 
intimidated vegetables such as 
tomatoes will have a chance to 
toughen up before being placed 
outdoors. 

Nevertheless, the diligent gard- 
ner, whether beginner or expert, 
would do well to keep a close eye 
on the plants once they have been 
transplanted outside. The soil, 
being mostly sand, provides excel- 
lent aeration, but irrigation will 
rapidly wash out fertilizers. God- 
dan! advises adding a slowly 
decomposing soil amendment 
such as sawdust or garden com- 
post 

^'For those facing the prospect of 
planting a small yard, Goddard 
suggests bypassing grass seed and ' 
going directly to plugs. Between 
the wind, birds, and the need for 
careful watering, he notes, it is dif- 
ficult to manage grass seed here. 
PfagSj oft the other Mud, are 
dumps of grass, with roots, that 
are plugged into the ground 
approximately four to six inches 
apart With some water and sun, 
these plugs soon send out runners 
that wfll produce a thick lawn. 

Various flower and vegetable 
seeds are available in AT Khobar 
and Dammam, but for dean sand, 
young plants, trees and grass, 
Goddard uses several nurseries in 
the Qatif area.

Jeddah audiences have come to 
expect high standards of produc- 
tion and performance, and a larger 
tha n nsnnl first night crowd was 
not disappointed. It was good to 
see and hear the children, espe- 
cially, responding to the funny 
business on the stage. 

Gilbert and Sullivan operas 
have a wide appeal because they 
present amusing characters, have 
unsophisticated plots and. at the 


same time they contain some 
delightful music. 

ft is always the comic' perfor- 
mers who get the most memorable 
songs and “Pinafore" is no excep- 
tion. The satirical lyrics, too, are 
always easier to sing! Some of the 
romantic, solo music is difficult to 
perform and any weaknesses of 
pitch or purity of voice, if they 
exist, are readily exposed.lt seems 
that both the composers and the 
singers are more at home with the 
light-hearted parts of the opera 
and this is true of audiences as 
well 

Both the lead ringers, Josephine 
and Ralph Racks traw (Beatrice 
Groom and George Minjarez) 
who moved and acted well and 


naturally, were noticeably more 
relaxed and thns more effective in 
the lighter passages. They are both 
veteran musical performers in 
Jeddah and they lend considerable 
authority and presence to the Soc- 
iety’s productions. 

The acting inventiveness of Sir

Pan Am flight staff get 
30 per cent pay increase 


WASHINGTON, April 10 
(AP) — Flight attendants at Pan 
American World Airways have 
won an almost 30 per cent pay 
increase in a tentative contract 
agreement, a union official has 
said. 

Mary Ellen King, president of 
the independent Union of Flight 
Attendants, said Monday the 
company also agreed Sunday to 
two retroactive pay increases 
totalling 24 per cent. They would 
cover the past 17 months, she said, 
and the company also agreed to 6 
per cent raises for each of the next 
two years. 

Mr. King said negotiators had 
assurances from the U.S. Council 
on Wage and Price Stability that 
Elbe paett met President Jimmy 
Carter’s voluntary inflation 
guidelines. 

The contract would boost pay 
for a steward or stewardess with 
12 years’ experience from $ 1,11 7 
a month to % 1,485,.. or nearly 33 
per cent, effective March 2, she 
said. Flight attendants with less 
experience would receive slightly 


smaller increases. 

Union members are scheduled 
to vote on later this month on the 
42-month contract 
The agreement halted a brief 
walkout that began when talks 
went beyond a Saturday midnight 
strike deadline. 


Jack Nutting, a delegation

measures that could bring on a 
recession. 

Alfred K ahn, chairman of the 
presidenf s Council on Wage and 
Price Stability, Monday gave the 
warning at an AFL-CIO rally 
marking the beginning of the labor 
federation's effort to monitor 
price increases at retail stores. 

“An honest person has got to 
admit that if this (voluntary) prog- 
ram doesn’t work, we may get one 
or another of those alternatives, 
whether we like it or not,” Kahn 
said in prepared statement

Turkey devalues lira 


ANKARA, April 10 (AP) — 
The Turkish government Tuesday 
devalued its lira against the dollar 
by 6.0 per cent 
Other foreign exchange rates 
remained the same with the excep- 
tion of the Swiss franc against 
which the lira was revalued. 

The ■ move was taken to elimi- 
nate wide cross rate differences 
which had been created in the 
foreign exchange rates of the lira 
in recent months, officials said.

Cost of living 
in Argentina 
rises in March 

BUENOS AIRES, April 10 
(AF) — The cost of living in 
Argentina, major concern of an 
increasingly restive labor move- 
ment, rose 7.7 per cent in March, 
the economy ministry j has 
reported. 

The increase, led by sharp rises 
in the costs of school supplies, 
medical care, clothing and con- 
struction put the consumer price 
index at 21,828 compared with a 
base of 100 in 1974. 

The index has risen 167.3 per 
cent in the past 12 months. 

Monday's announcement of the 
figures, which put inflation in the 
first quarter of the year at 30.6 per 
cent, was expected to give new 
impetus to demands by labor 
unions seeking big wage increases. 

Costs of Irving increases of 12.8. 
per cent in January .and 7.4 per 
cent in February prompted 
sporadic strikes by workers in the 
subways, auto factories, textile 
plants and metallurgical firms, 
where wage hikes have not kept 
pace.

Declarer raffed the third 
rotmd Of ■‘li'lw in US h«ml and 
led a low trump towards 
dum my's K-J-B-6. When West 
followed suit with the nine, 
South guessed correctly by 
playing n* Jack d ampy 
to force out East's ace. 

However, declarer 1 * good 
guess did not help him at alL 
Omati, relentlessly pursuing 
his weQ-concdved campaign 
of defense, led still another 
round of dubs. It was this last 
{day that proved to be the 
straw that broke Ok camel's 
back. West cooperated per- 
fectly by ruffing the fourth 
round of dubs with his queen 
of trumps, furring out dum- 
my ’s king, and Onorati's ten of 
trumps thus became 
established as the setting 
trick.

In yincer attack 


Kampala showered with rockets 


NAIROBI, April 10 (Agen- 
cies) — Tanzanian forces and 
Ugandan exiles rained rockets and 
shells on Kampala Tuesday as 
they launched a pincer -attacks 
aimed at capturing President Idi 
Amin's capital. 

Kampala residents reported 
Chinese- made 122 MM rockets 
whistling overhead and smashing 
into military installations, the 
main hospital and tree-lined resi- 
dential suburbs. 

While the sound of fighting 
drifted up from the main frontline 
south of the capital, residents in 
the northernmost outskirts told 
reported by telephone they had 
just shaken hands with Tanzanian 
officers leading their troops 
towards the city center. The Tan- 
zanians were given a rousing wel- 
come. 

Diplomats in Nairobi said the 
invading forces appeared to be try- 
ing to pin down the city’s defen- 
ders with the heavy bombardment 
while moving in infantry from at 
least two directions. 

One diplomat in Kampala 
described the situation as desper- 
ate. 

He said there was no electricity, 
water or food in the suburb where 
he lived. Sdme of his windows had 
been blown out by a mortar bomb 
which knocked down a wall in his 
garden. 

Rockets and shells smashed into 
the main hospital on the northern 
hill of Mulago, killing one doctor 
and injuring several other people. 

Also -hk was . the Makerere 
University complex, where troops 
loyal to Field Marshal Amin were 
billeted over the weekend as be 
regrouped his forces for a coun- 
terattack. 

Near the cathedral on Rugaga 
Hill, just west of the city center, a 
school received a direct hit. 
Although the roof was holed and 
the windows shattered, children 
walked to safety unharmed, a 
resident said. 

Radio Uganda, virtually the 
only source of official information 
during President Amin's eight 
years in power, was off the air for 
most of the day. 

When one i transmitter was 
finally switched on as dusk 
approached, it sent out slow, 
soothing pop music but no news 
bulletins. One announcer said: 


“We are unable to bring you the 
news. Here is some music.” 

The heaviest shell barrage 
erupted for 90 minutes as the day 
dawned. People still living in the 
largely dense dty lept from their 
beds to huddle under tables. 

A second heavy barrage opened 
up just before noon. 

The whereabouts of President 
Amin were not known. One resi- 
dent said a convoy of black 
Mercedes cars sped out of the city 
toward the eastern industrial town 
of linja during a lull in the shelling 


in the afternoon. He said he 
thought the president was in one 
of them. 

There was no reliable informa- 
tion on how much resistence was 
being put up by Amin's troops. 

Residents in southern suburbs 
said they could hear small arms 
fire from the Entebbe road, indi- 
cating that some was still fighting 
the invaders. 

Diplomats said at the weekend 
that President Amin had brought 
down his reserve battalion, made 


Uganda airport in ruins 
after Tanzanian assault

ENTEBBE, April 10 (AP) — 
Tanzanian army officers estimate 
that 400 Libyan soldiers were kil- 
led battling for Entebbe Airport 
after president Idi Amin's forces 
fled. 

The airport, once Amin's main 
lifeline from his Libyan backers, 
suffered extremely heavy damage 
from several weeks of Tanzanian 
shelling and a final raid by Tanza- 
nian MiG fighter- bombers. 

It was captured by the Tanza- 
nians after fighting Thursday and 
Friday. 

Terminal buildings were further 
damaged as Tanzani an soldiers 
mopped up remaining Libyan 
defenders in door-to-door fight- 
ing. 

On Sunday, a Libyan, Cl 30 
military transport hit two days 
before by Tanzanian artillery, was 
still on the runway. Nearby were a 
damaged Ugandan Airways Boe- 
ing 707 and a dozen damaged 
Ugandan MiGs. Under a lifesize 
painting of Amin on the main new 
terminal building were piles of 
rubble — broken glass, gjft shop 
curios and office furniture. The lit- 
ter spread onto the runways. 

Ta n zanian soldiers estimated 
that more than 7,000 Ugandan 
soldiers have been killed in the 
war so far, along with a smaller 
□umber of Tanzanians. 

They attributed the surprisingly 
low casualty rate to the intermit- 
tent nature of the fighting and said 
Amin's soldiers often retreated 
immediately. 

•* The Ugandan Army was 


highly mechanized and could 
operate only on the main roads, ” 
an officer said. “ We would hide in 
tbe bush and the swamps and 
ambush them. Then Amin’ s sol- 
diers would run away. “ We cap- 
tured a lot of equipment some of it 
new.” 

The Tanzanian officers claimed 
the Libyans did not prove to be 
better fighters than the Ugandans. 

“ They tried to run away just 
like Amin's soldiers, ” an offioer 
said. “ They were told they were 
coming to put down civil unrest or 
to take part in some military 
expertises with the Ugandan 
Army. They didn’t know it was a 
real war and they didn't know how 
to survive the mud and mos- 
quitoes in Uganda. "

of four European journalists, two 
of them Germans, by Ugandan 
forces. 

Spokesman Annin GrucnewaJd 
said tbe Boon government con- 
demned all such actions, no matter 
where they may have occurred. 

The four, two Swedes in addi- 
tion to the Germans, attempted to 
enter Uganda by boat last week to 
gain first hand information on the 
fighting. 

The Amin government 
announced it had captured and 
executed four European “spies?’ 
in the area where the journalists 
were believed to have landed after 
crossing Lake Victoria. 


EEC talks inconclusive
